City's Congestion ContinU'C.s 


In discussing the apparent impos- 


sibility of making headway against 
the great inrush of .population, Cap- 
tain Cox stated that while there' was 
a great effort being made in the 
buildings being now in course of con- 
builnigs being now in course Of con- 
struction, to say nothing of the nu- 
merous business blocks building, these 
'when completed, would be immediate- 
ly occupied and the surplus of people 
would remain practically the same. 
Apartment houses 
now 
being con- 


structed were contracted for occupa- 
tion, almost as soon as the architects' 
plans were 
drawn, 
and when the 


busy season arrives the city bids fail- 
to be overwhelmed. 


Mr. Gulling said that ten teams 


were busy every day delivering lum- 
ber, and twice that amount could be 
supplied if there were cars enough to 
set it down here in- Reno. He sadd 
that the railroad seemed to 'be do- 
ing its best, but they, too, were short 
of cars, nine out of every ten cars 
being foreign. 


Need Better Stores 


Secretary Bride suggested that the 


general character of the stores in. the 
business district might be 'improved 
somewhat, and Captain Cox called 
attention to the fact that the cost 
of living here on the score Of provis- 
ions alone, was altogether too high, 
working a great hardship on t bela- 
boring class. And the reason why the 
merchants put their prices so high 
was that they were compelled to pay 
exorbitant rents, 
and 
the 
reason 


why they aie called on to pay such 
rents is the lack of buildings, which 
might be attributed'to the difficulty 
in getting lumber-and supplies. And 
so the circle continues. 


The discussion then shifted to the 


question of what lines the city must 
spread out in its future growth, but 
no definite plan could be suggested, 
as there seemed to be obstacles in 
every direction. 


Mining Congress Song-lit 


Secretary Bride announced that in 


the past ten weeks he had sent out 
3,400 letters, half o£ which were in 
answer to inquiries as to the facilities 
of Reno. He then brought up the sub- 
ject of the desirability of securing 
the nest convention of the Mining 
Congress, which meets this year at 
Joplin, Mo., in November. He spoke 
of the great interest which such a 
convention would create in Nevada, 
and asked that a committee take up 
the matter.

Red Tape and Denatured Alcohol 


(From Minneapolis Journal.) 


It is no secret that the results of 


the denatured alsohol law have thus 
far been disappointing to the gov- 
ernment. It was expected that farm 
refuse of alt kinds would be utilized 
in making 
the denatured 
product. 


But the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
assumed that if the farmers wern't 
closely watched they would all 
go 


into the business of using their stills 
to make moonshine whisky. An elab- 
orate system of rules and inspection 
was devised to prevent the farmer 
from cheating the g9vernment. The 
result, as might have been foreseen, 
was that the red tape effectually pre- 
vented the farmers from profiting by 
the new law. 


The goveriynent has now decided 


to try the experiment of 
assuming 


that the farmers are honest until 
they are proved otherwise. Already 
applications 
for permits 
to 
erect 


farm stills have increased greatly in 
number, it is now practicable for a 
farmer or a number of neighboring 
farmers to set up a still w.tterein all 
sorts of farm refuse may be turned 
into alcohol that will yield heat, light 
and power at, small expense. And it 
isn't necessary to have a revenue of- 
ficer on the job all the time, either.
